Check Identity, 
Warns PG&E 


Persons approaching commer- 
cial and industrial establish- 
ments and representing them- 
selves as Pacific Gas and Elec- 
tric Company employees should 
be asked to show their com- 
pany identification cards, the 
utility company cautioned to- 
day. 


“We have had scattered re- 
ports of persons purporting to 
be PG&E employees entering 
businesses on the pretext that 
they were checking on compli- 
ance with the new regulation 
that limits certain uses of elec- 
tricity,” said Joseph Y. De 
Young, PG&E vice president- 
commercial operations. ‘‘These 
imposters may just be ‘harass- 
ing or seeking to take advan- 
tage of businessmen. But in 
some cases, they may be ‘cas- 
ing’ a place for a burglary.” 

In the past, swindlers have 
used the same ruse to gain ac- 
cess to homes to make so-call- 
ed inspections of wiring and 
furnaces, De Young said. 


“Our employees have plastic- 
laminated identification cards 
with their photographs on 
them,” De Young pointed out. 
“They are instructed to show 
the cards upon request when 
making a call.” 


Persons doubting the iden- 
tity of a person calling at their 
homes or businesses should call 
the local PG&E office to con- 
firm whether the caller is an 
employee of the utility, he said. 

PG&E is responsible in its 47- 
county service area for enfore- 
ing certain statewide limitations 
on electrical uses that became 
effective January 30.
